W ashington, Dec. 15.— From present 
indications th e practical severance of 
diplomatic relations between the Unit­ 
ed States and N icaragua may lead to 
a m om entous departure by this gov­ 
ern m en t in its dealings with Central 
America. 
It Is perhaps too early to 
attem pt any prediction as to the ulti­ 
m ate outcom e of prevailing conditions, 
hut enough is known to justify the 
suspicion at least th at a radical policy 
Is in contem plation which has a par­ 
allel only in the case of Cuba. W h at­ 
ever course the 
adm inistration will 
pursue in this direction will be de­ 
pendent. it is evident, on the attitude 
of the press and th e people of the 
country. There is a fe e in g in respon­ 
sible q uarters that President Zelaya 
may commit some indignity against 
the United States or a foreign nation 
which would give cause for drastic ac­ 
tion by this government.

currence, it is contended, would m ake

1 
a n i I thought they were cutting off 
my feet, because I did not have any 
feeling there. 
I did not feel a thing 
during th e operation.” 
Six hours after the operations both 
patients were able to stand on their 
fe«t and said they felt fine. This is in 
m arked contrast to the recovery from

iepressing and nauseating effect 


Physicians Amazed.

must be tightly corked and sealed to 
prevent evaporation, and in case of 
fire they must be thrown near trie* 
flames so as to break and liberate the 
gas contained.
